The sociologist and the 
politician boib have to stand dumb be 
Happy is the people which has 
lock of it store, for, as Burke re 
vhat is not practicable is nevet 
in are not now talking of the 
regulation of the liquor traffic by high li 
cense or otherwise. We are talking ol 
the closing of the saloons to the working 
man, on the only idle day be basin ll.c 
week, in defiance of the wishes of 
majority of the city population. The 
tempt to do this baa been persisted 
r a quarter of a century. We know all 
tout its history ami results, I 
therefore, speak about it with 
dence which would hardly be justifiable 
on any other public question 

In the first place, as long as the work 
iogman votes, his opinions in this nisi 
ter. whatever we may think of them, 
must be respected.

81.— Fred Douglass 
dropped dead in the hallway of his 
reaidenec on Anacustia Height* Wed- 
nesday evening at 7 o'clock. He had 
lieen in the highest spirits, and, ap- 
parently, in the best of health, despite 
hi* 78 years, when death overtook him, 

Wednesday morning he was driven 
to Washington, accompanied by his 
wife. She left him at the congresr,iou- 
al librarv. and he continued to Mez- 
erott ball, where he attended the ses- 
sions of the VI omen's council in the 
forenoon nnd afternoon, returning to 
hi* rOSideaeS between I and fl o'clock. 

After dining lie had a chut in the 
hallway with his wife about the doings 
of the council. He grew very enthusi- 
astic in bis explanation of one of the 
events of the day, when he fell upon 
his knees, with hands clasped. 

Mrs. Douglass, thinking this was 
partof his description, was not alarmed, 
but as she looked he sank lower and 
lower, anil finally lay stretched upon 
the BOOT breathing bis last, llenli/.ing 
he was ill, she raised his head and then 
understood that he was dying. 

She was alone in the house and 
rushed to the front door and tried for 
help.

BLOODY MARCH. 




Feb. 21.— The (ilobe pub- 

j tb« following fmm Moosh, Asia 

Minor, which it says is the first de- 
scription by en eye witness of Moosh ir 
Puht'i "march of blood." 

Moosh ir Pasha is the military gor- 
eraor of the city of Oizerman, and 
started, by order of the sultan, into 
the Saasoun district last September. 
Innumerable burned Tillages and 7.SP3 
Urea was the price of this official visit. 

Moosu, Asia Minor. Jan. 7.— The 
number of our dead countrymen in the 
four towns visited by Mooshir Pasha 
will not be far short of 7,500. This is 
from the bodies counted und known to 
tare perished. Wc can not tell how 
winy others there may be. 

The first town entered 'by Mooshir 
was Shinak. It contained four village!, 
Seines:, Meiera, Koojock and Doply. 
When our people here heiird of the ar- 
rival of the pasha, Fr. Johannis, with 
fifty of the leading townsmen, went to 
Meet him, to beseech him to have mer- 
cy upon them. They were surrounded 
by soldiers long before they could get 
to Mooshir Pasha, and every one was 
killed. Their bodies were put in the 
church and burned Then they pro- 
ceeded to burn the villages. The num- 
ber killed from Hhnnik was .'..12. Those 
Who escaped are now. in the villages 
surrounding this town, but the vil- 
lagers are very poor, and many go hun- 

^Mooshir Pasha left Shanik to go to 
the neat town in the Sassonn district. 
This town is Alyan, and has fourteen 
villages. The people heard of his com- 
ing and that he had twenty-four com- 
panies of men. besides twenty-three 
cannon. They knew that it was use- 
less to appeal to him. so they fled to 
the village of Chi. because of its rocks 
and steppes, ami there they could bet- 
ter escape him. Thoj stayed in the 
mountains for slmosi twenty days, and 
when all the food was gone and there 
was nothing left to do they Bed as best 
they could Two thousand bodlea were. 

left 'hen at Chi 

BaU-Gaaen was next, and because the 
town has twenty-two villages aroand 
it Mooshir brought Kurds. Ahmidie 
aad Irregulars numbering so.ooo. The 

town was deserted, for the people,

They stayed in 
the ir fastnesses for thirty days, uud at 
last, with h frensy born of hunger and
